PLANS to build windfarms 
across Mid Wales have suf¬ 
fered a major blow after Con¬ 
servative environment secre¬ 
tary Liz Truss said there will be 
no funding for onshore wind 
projects should the party re¬ 
main in government. 

It comes as reports say controversial 
plans to build a series of windfarms 
across Mid Wales have been given the 
go-ahead, but are being kept secret 
until after the General Election. 

Speaking on a visit to Montgomery on Tues¬ 
day with Conservative parliamentary candidate 
Glyn Davies, who has been MP for the area for 
the past five years, the environment secretary 
said she understands campaigners’ fears over 
the plans. 

She said: “I know from speaking with Glyn 
just how emotive an issue onshore wind is in 
this area. 

“There are plans which he tells me will dese¬ 
crate the area and I can say the Conservatives 
will not put money into onshore wind should we 
stay in government from May.” 

Reports this week said Lib Dem Ed Davey, 
who served as the Energy and Climate Change 
Secretary in the coalition government, has given 
the go-ahead for three of the five giant wind- 
farms planned for Mid Wales. 

But the reports claim the plans are so unpop¬ 
ular that Mr Davey has refused to make a public 
announcement before May’s election fearing it 
would harm the Lib Dems’ chances of winning 
the Montgomeryshire seat. 

Campaigners are opposed to the windfarms 
because a 33-mile power line would have to be 
installed between Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caer- 
einion and Lower Frankton near Oswestry to 
take the energy generated from the farms to the 
national electricity network. 

Protestors say the cable, most of which will 
be carried overhead on pylons, will damage the 
countryside and ruin the tourism industry. 

Mr Davies said he would be “shocked” if an¬ 
yone in the government were to have “leaked” 
the windfarm decision. 

Ukip candidate for Montgomeryshire Des Par¬ 
kinson said the leak was a “huge blow”. 

Meanwhile, it was also claimed this week that 
roads through Shropshire and Mid Wales are 
strong enough to take the abnormal loads and 
heavy lorries carrying equipment to a planned 
electricity substation for the windfarms. 

Jeremy Lee of National Grid said that com¬ 
puterised studies had been made of the entire 
route from Ellesmere Port - where massive 
transformers will arrive by sea - to Cefn Coch, 
where the substation will be built. 

He said during a consultation session in 
Welshpool on Monday that roads such as the A5 
and A483 and the A458 west of Welshpool would 
be able to cope with lorries and low loaders with¬ 
out engineering work being carried out.

It will start and finish in Stanley Park, 
taking participants past the Hillsborough 
Memorial Eternal Flame on Anfield Road, 
Liverpool’s Anfield Stadium and Everton’s 
Goodison Park. 

Those taking part in the charity run are 
Tim Davidson and his 13-year-old son Joe, 
Troy Smith and 10-year-old daughter Lottie, 
Robin Evans, James Lewis, Steve Weston and 
Mike Mounsey. 

Money 

Mr Evans said: “Troy and I run together in 
the mornings and we saw the run advertised. 

“Then it was suggested that we get a group 
of us together to raise money for charity.” 

Fundraising will go to the Firefighters’ 


Charity and the fund has been launched with 
a £200 donation from Mr Evans’s employers 
Blue Arrow in partnership with Airbus. 

“Firefighters have to be fit but we are not 
sure how we will cope doing a 5K race in full 
kit,” he said. 

“We now have 18 firefighters based at the 
Oswestry station so there will be plenty of our 
colleagues on standby to cover any incident 
while we are in Liverpool. 

“We are borrowing kit from Chirk’s Young 
Firefighter Association for Lottie and Joe to 
wear.”

Drug raids aim to 
promote greater 
police confidence 

DRUGS raids across Shropshire, includ¬ 
ing in Oswestry, were the beginning of a 
campaign to promote confidence in the 
police, officers have said. 

The police operations saw 17 people 
arrested in various towns in the county. 

Following the arrests on Thursday last 
week a number of people have been re¬ 
leased on police bail. 

Among them is a 43-year-old man, ar¬ 
rested in King Street, Oswestry, on sus¬ 
picion of possession of a controlled drug 
after suspected class A drugs were seized. 

He has been bailed to appear to appear 
at a police station at a later date. 

Operation Protect saw more than 2,000 
members of both Warwickshire and West 
Mercia Police forces run a day of raids 
and activities. Deputy Chief Constable 
Anthony Bangham said: “We can do a lot 
more as an alliance because we can work 
across borders. Criminals do not recog¬ 
nise borders and neither do we. 

“We also want to do this in a very public 
way, to help people feel safe. 

“We have had a number of drugs raids 
and we have a simple message for people 
who involve themselves in possession or 
supply of drugs - we will not tolerate it.” 

The operation began at 5am on Thurs¬ 
day and saw more than 40 warrants car¬ 
ried out, alongside automatic number 
plate recognition operations to tackle 
criminals using the roads and various 
other anti-crime activities.

Air show flies off 
with tourism prize 

AN air show held in memory of a pilot and 
airport owner who died in a plane crash 
has been given a Welsh tourism award. 

The Bob Jones Air Show in Welshpool 
was awarded a silver medal at the Na¬ 
tional Tourism Awards for Wales. 

The air show has been held at the 
airbase for the past eight years but was 
renamed in 2012 after its founder, and 
owner of Welshpool Airport, Mr Jones, 
died in a plane crash. 

Mr Jones, 60, died on Long Mountain, 
near Welshpool, in January 2012, along 
with Steven Carr, 55, from Ruthin, Den¬ 
bighshire.

Train services agreement 
delights rail campaigners

CAMPAIGNERS who spent years 
fighting for an hourly train ser¬ 
vice between Shropshire and 
Mid Wales say they are delighted 
to have won their battle. 

The Shrewsbury to Aberystwyth 
Rail Passenger Association has wel¬ 
comed four new services which will 
run from May. 

Group chairman Angus Eickhoff said the 
group had been calling for extra services for 
nearly 20 years. 

He said: “We started campaigning for 
extra services on our line in 1997 and are 
pleased at long last that the penny has 
dropped about the benefits this will provide 
to communities in Mid Wales in terms of 
improved connectivity and access to educa¬ 
tional and work opportunities. 

“While the Shrewsbury to Aberystwyth 
Line Liaison Committee and the Welsh 
Government Transport Minister are to be 
congratulated on their actions we must also 
remember the hard effort put in by many 
others some sadly no longer with us over 
the years to get to this point.” 

The service will call at Newtown and 
Welshpool. 

Mr Eickhoff said the campaign had been 
hard fought and had been met with resist¬ 
ance. 

He added: “Along the way the campaign 
encountered resistance, open hostility and 
stonewalling in Cardiff and in London; 
however the strength of the arguments for, 
combined with evidence of the success of in¬ 
creased services on rural lines in England, 
have shone through. 

“It’s a pity that the Cambrian is follow¬ 
ing when it could have been the leader in 
enhanced rural services.” 

The new services will leave Aberystwyth 
on weekdays at 6.30am, 8.30am, 12.30pm 
and 6.30pm, meaning it has an hourly ser¬ 
vice during the rush hours. 

There will also be two new return Sunday 
services, leaving Aberystwyth at 10.30am 
and 2.33pm. 

Meanwhile a new car park will be built 
to provide extra spaces for train travellers 
after the introduction of the new services. 

A car park already exists at Welshpool 
Station, but the town council is now plan¬ 
ning a new 25-bay car park for the other 
side of the line. 

It is hoped the car park will open by the 
end of July. 


AN historic tollhouse in Oswestry could be 
given a reprieve from developers who plan 
to demolish it as part of a scheme to build a 
new supermarket. 

Plans were approved which would see the 
Gate House in Shrewsbury Road knocked 
down, but town councillors are now hoping 
they can persuade Shropshire Council to 
reverse the decision. 

Oswestry Town Council’s development 
and planning committee was due to discuss 
the building, which is now a private home, 
at its meeting last night. (Wednesday) 

Ahead of the meeting town council clerk 
David Preston wrote to Ian Kilby, head of 
planning at Shropshire Council, asking if it 


would be possible to prevent the developers 
from knocking down the property until all 
avenues of appeal have been explored. 

Mr Preston said: “The council has made 
a request for the formal listing of the toll¬ 
house, Shrewsbury Road. This was refused 
and an appeal has been lodged with the De¬ 
partment for Culture, Media and Sport. The 
department has confirmed that the matter 
has still to be dealt with due to pressure of 
work; however, Shropshire Council have 
formally approved the planning application 
in respect of the Aldi supermarket, demoli¬ 
tion of tollhouse and other work. 

“The current position now places the toll¬ 
house at significant risk as clearly Shrop¬ 


shire Council has made a planning decision 
but DCMS is considering appeals from the 
town council and the Campaign for the 
Protection of Rural England (CPRE) over 
listing. There is therefore a significant risk 
that the building could be demolished in 
the interim period with no protection being 
directed.” 

Mr Preston has also asked for more infor¬ 
mation on why the planning decision was 
made by officers and not by councillors, 
given the objections lodged by CPRE and 
the Oswestry & District Civic Society. 

The building is 200 years old and was 
part of the road network built by Thomas 
Telford.

Firefighters were called to 
an accident at Pontfaen, near Chirk, 
at about 6.15pm but found the driver 
had managed to free themselves from 
the car.

Rapist is jailed for 15 years for attacks on woman 



A PREDATORY and violent 
rapist who attacked a woman 
while she was babysitting her 
grandchild has been jailed for 
15 years. 

Recorder Martin Butter- 
worth told Borislav Ivanov he 
had caused terrible harm to 
his victim over the course of 
two prolonged attacks in April 
and August last year. 

Ivanov, 34, originally from 
Bulgaria, and of Llys Road, 


Oswestry, was found guilty of 
three counts of rape and two 
counts of sexual assault on the 
same woman following a trial 
at Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

Sentencing, Recorder But- 
terworth, said Ivanov had 
raped his victim upstairs at a 
friend’s home, and had then, 
some months later, entered 
her own house at midnight 
and had raped her again. 

He said in the first attack 


Ivanov followed his victim 
into a bathroom and assaulted 
her before raping her in a bed¬ 
room. She was subjected to a 
further sexual assault. 

Recorder Butterworth said 
three months later, after an 
evening of heavy drinking, 
he entered the victim’s home 
where she was asleep and 
raped her again before leaving. 

At the time she was babysit¬ 
ting her grandchild. 


Recorder Butterworth said 
the second incident was aggra¬ 
vated because he had targeted 
the victim again. 

He added: “You caused ter¬ 
rible harm to this lady by your 
predatory and violent behav¬ 
iour.” 

Ivanov was sentenced to a 
total of 15 years custody by 
the court and was ordered to 
sign the sex offenders’ register 
for life. 


Villagers urged to make 
use of lottery cashpot

A £50,000 pot of cash is on offer 
to people living in three villages 
near Oswestry, one of the first 
major awards from a £1 million 
lottery win. 

The Three Parishes Big Local group 
has launched its Big Grants Scheme 
for Weston Rhyn, St Martins and 
Gobowen. 

Its aim is to support projects that need 
financial help of more than £500 and could 
see £5,000 handed down. 

Bridget Laraway, co-ordinator of the Big 
Local Project, said even those who were just 
forming a group may be able to get help 
as well as organisations from outside the 
villages who could demonstrate how they 
were helping the residents. 

The Big Grants Scheme can support a 
wide range of projects and activities and 
inquiries have already been received from 
projects that involve tourism, education, 
training, community events and transport. 

After four years of consultation with a 
Three Parishes Big Local committee has set 
up a range of projects to make use of the £1 
million award from the lottery. Projects so 
far have included a credit union, wheels to 
work and car sharing schemes and youth 
work programmes in the three villages. 

Community Chest grants were recently 
presented to four organisations within the 
three villages. A grant of £300 went to Car¬ 
rot and Carp, £379 went to Cedar Close 
Residents Association, £100 was awarded 
to the Village Green newsletter and £250 
was given to Gobowen All Rounders.

look at new 
town route 

A PUBLIC inquiry will be held into 
plans to build a long-awaited bypass 
for Newtown 

The Welsh Assembly has an¬ 
nounced that it will hold the inquiry, 
expected to last about three weeks, 
at a date to be confirmed, most likely 
to be June. The Assembly announced 
that work will start on the 3.6 mile 
(5.8km) bypass this year and it is not 
expected the inquiry would delay that 
pending a successful outcome. 

The current proposal sees the by¬ 
pass start at a new roundabout on the 
A489 Llanidloes Road to the west of 
Newtown and run south of the Moch- 
dre Industrial Estate. 

It would continue to the A489 Kerry 
Road junction, and then south of the 
Vastre and Dyffryn Industrial Estates 
before crossing the Cambrian railway, 
ending at a roundabout on the A483 
Pool Road, east of Newtown. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire 
AM, said: “The news that the Welsh 
Government intends to hold a public 
inquiry on the proposed Newtown 
Bypass is not unexpected and this 
is due process. Major infrastructure 
projects such as these very rarely pro¬ 
ceed without a public inquiry and the 
timescale for the construction of the 
bypass had already allowed for such 
an inquiry to occur. I am grateful to 
many local people for engaging with 
the process and submitting their 
views earlier this year.”

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Liberty condemns inquest

20 years ago, say it is a disgrace that Surrey Police want to delay the inquest.

Man cleared 
of railway 
crash claim 

A MAN has been cleared of endangering 
the safety of train passengers following a 
crash near Welshpool. 

John Elwyn Roberts was charged after 
an Arriva Trains Wales train and a tractor 
trailer were involved in a collision at Butt- 
ington in July 2013. 

He denied the charge and his trial was 
due to take place last summer but it was 
then adjourned until January. 

It could then not take place at that stage 
because of the defendant’s ill-health. 

At Mold Crown Court on Friday the 
prosecution announced it would offer no 
evidence against him. 

Prosecutor Emmalyne Downing said the 
Crown Prosecution Service had received a 
lengthy medical report on the defendant. 

It was clear he had a number of health 
issues and had decided not to proceed any 
further because of his ill-health, she said. 

Judge Niclas Parry recorded a formal not 
guilty verdict. 

He said the prosecution had taken a mer¬ 
ciful view. 

“I am bound to say that I was hoping 
they would take that view after I read 
about your health difficulties,” the judge 
told Mr Roberts. 

The 74-year-old defendant of Oldford 
Rise, Welshpool, whose job it was at the 
time to wave contract tractor drivers across 
the line after checking it was safe to do so, 
denied the charge. 

Proceedings against the tractor driver 
involved were dropped previously. 


the death of Private James. The 18-year-old 
was found with a single shot to the head 
after she had been on sentry duty in No¬ 
vember 1995. 

She was one of four young recruits who 
died in shootings at the Surrey base be¬ 
tween 1995 and 2002 

Surrey Police wants Judge Brian Barker 
QC, who is leading the fresh inquest, to 
consider adjourning so the hearing can be 
held at the same time as the three other 
young soldiers who died at the barracks. 

Liberty says this could put back the in¬ 
quest by years. 

“Such delay would have a devastating 
impact on Mr and Mrs James,” said Emma 
Norton for Liberty. 

“They have come so far and made so 
much progress only to have Surrey Police 
make this 11th hour request to delay mat¬ 
ters. It is intolerable. 

“We remain confident that Judge Barker 
QC will recognise that there is a High Court 
order in place for this inquest to be held 
and will conduct the hearing appropriately. 

“This is the same police force which 
wouldn’t investigate Cheryl’s death in 
1995, conducted a much-criticised and 
shoddy investigation in 2002 and for years 
repeatedly and unjustifiably refused the 
family access to their files.” 

Mr James said he and his wife were at a 
loss to understand why Surrey Police had 
asked for the inquest to be delayed. 

He said: “We are totally confused and 
do not understand why Surrey Police are 
being so obstructive.” 

Surrey Police said: “His Honour Judge 
Barker CBE QC considered the arrange¬ 
ments for the fresh inquest which is to be 
held following a decision of the High Court 
in July 2014 that the original inquest into 
Cheryl James’ death should be quashed. 

“Surrey Police is supportive of the view 
that there should be a thorough inquest 
into the circumstances in which Private 
Cheryl James died. The force continues to 
provide voluntary disclosure of documents 
relating to Pte James and has as a dedi¬ 
cated team to complete this as quickly and 
effectively as possible.”

The 12-year-old Stephanie Buchthal be¬ 
came a pupil at the Oswestry Girls High 
School and in 1962 she founded a computer 
software company, subsequently making 
her fortune.

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Assembly minister refutes

WALES’S minister for health has dismissed claims that a growing 
number of Welsh patients being treated in Shropshire’s hospitals is 
causing “increased financial pressures” for the county’s health ser¬ 
vices. 

Studies by Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) showed a near 
nine per cent increase in the number of people coming over the border for treat¬ 
ment at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospitals A&E or at one of the county’s Mi¬ 


nor Injuries Units (MIU). The docume

A POLICE officer feared he would be set 
alight when an agitated man sprayed pet¬ 
rol and white spirits at him before appear¬ 
ing to look for a lighter, a court heard. 

Fearing that he would be set alight Pc 
Thomas Kevin Jones retreated but when 
he went to the defendant Ian McColm’s 
address a short time later, McColm had 
armed himself with a pen knife. 

He was shouting and swearing and had 
a lighter in his hand which he refused to 
drop, prosecuting barrister Brett William¬ 
son told Mold Crown Court. 

He was sprayed with incapacitant and 
over-powered, and inside his jacket was a 
large pair of hair-dressing scissors and two 
heavy metal balls the size of pool balls, with 
which he had armed himself. 

McColm, of the Maes yr Escob estate at 
Llanrhaeadr ym Mochnant admitted affray 
and possessing cannabis following the inci¬ 
dent in February of last year. 

McColm was placed on a 12-month com¬ 
munity order with supervision. 

Judge David Hale also made a perma¬ 
nent restraining order that the defendant 
must not approach Pc Jones in any way 
while he is off duty. 

A suggested condition that he should be 
banned from Llanrhaeadr ym Mochnant, 
said by defending barrister Andrew Green 
to be disproportionate, was not imposed. 

Mr Green said that his client was now 
stable. He had stopped taking methadone 
and only used alcohol occasionally, he said.

£700,000 a year. 

The study found that over the past two 
years the numbers of English patients 
accessing Wrexham Maelor Hospital has 
fallen from 180-190 people per month to 
130 per month. 

The number of Welsh patients attend¬ 
ing English MIUs has grown from 70 to 
100 people per month - primarily due to 
the opening of the primary care centre in 
Oswestry and the closure of the MIU in 
Chirk. 

But Mark Drakeford, the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly’s minister for health and social services, 
said the Welsh NHS paid for every Welsh 
patient who has planned care in England. 

Emergency care was dealt with on a 
“knock for knock” basis, where English 
patients are not charged when they visit 
Welsh hospitals and vice versa, he added. 

Mr Drakeford said: “The Welsh NHS 
pays for every Welsh patient who has 
planned care with the English NHS. 

“The latest accounts show that NHS 
Wales paid English NHS organisations 
more than £200 million in 2013/14 to treat 
Welsh patients. 

“Indeed, without Welsh patients, English 
health services along our border would be 
clinically and financially de-stabilised. 

“Every year, thousands of English pa¬ 
tients are treated in Wales and thousands 
of Welsh patients are treated in England. 

“When it comes to emergency care, we 
have a ‘knock-for-knock’ agreement in 
place where health services on either side 
of the border do not charge each other 
when patients access services outside their 
respective country. 

“In other words, the Welsh NHS does not 
charge the English NHS when an English 
patient receives emergency care in Wales 
and vice versa.” 

He added: “This is a two-way relation¬ 
ship. The latest figures for 2014/15 up to 
the end of November show there had been 
more than 21,000 English patients seen at 
Welsh A&E departments. This equates to 
3.9 per cent of all attendances.”

A huge digger replaced the traditional 
spade to get work started on the new pro¬ 
ject. 

Among those taking part in the ceremony 
were hospital bosses and staff and repre¬ 
sentatives of bodies involved in the work 
including hospital chief executive Wendy 
Farrington-Chadd and Jill Griffiths, David 


Jenkins and Andy Joseph. Officials at Rob¬ 
ert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust, which 
runs the hospital, have been working with 
contractors Kier for the past nine months 
to develop the designs, which have been 
planned following consultation with staff 
and patients. 

The bone cancer centre, which has been 
paid for thanks to a £2 million public fund¬ 
ing appeal and will be one of five in the 
country, will be on the first floor of the 
building. It will include inpatient and clinic 
facilities and a multi-use ward. 

Other facilities at the new complex at the 
orthopaedic hospital will include a high de¬ 
pendency unit and an admission on day of 
surgery unit.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


In my early journalistic years 
as an eager trainee I often pro¬ 
duced more tea than news copy. 
But when I did get to grips with 
something bigger than the vil¬ 
lage Wl meeting I often referred 
to my copy of “Fowlers Diction¬ 
ary” for help. 

The dictionary of modern Eng¬ 
lish usage was my early Bible 
after it was handed down to me 
by a hardened scribe, who was 
off to make his fortune in the big 
city. 

WH Fowler first produced his 
dictionary in 1926 and it rose to 
fame as the definitive guide to 
what is and isn’t acceptable in 
the English language. 

It proved an invaluable guide 
and I sometimes surprised my¬ 
self with the quality of my copy 
thanks to Fowler’s guidance. 

But the latest edition released 
this week, and penned by Jere¬ 
my Butterfield, has caused some 
controversy by outlawing words 
such as “challenging”, “trendy”, 
“awesome” and “issue” because 
he claims they have all become 
cliches. 

Mr Butterfield’s new edition, 
published by Oxford University 
Press, attempts to re-establish 
the reputation of Fowler’s guide 
but as these are words many of 
us have become accustomed to 
using on a daily basis I’m not at 
all sure I will be referring to the 
latest edition. 

There’s nothing contentious 
though about Butterfield’s con¬ 
demnation of the word “like”. It 
really winds me up when people 
use the word so much in both 
written and oral context. And 
“like I said” makes me madder 
still. 

Ofcom, the broadcasting reg¬ 
ulator, this week called for televi¬ 
sion companies to stop children 
from embarrassing themselves 
on air, amid fears that their par¬ 
ents may not always have their 
best interests at heart. 

The call for the crackdown 
came after a flood of viewer 
complaints about the way chil¬ 
dren are treated on shows like 
Channel 4’s Benefit Street or 
ITV’s Jeremy Kyle. 

I’d go a little further and kick 
the overly pompous Kyle com¬ 
pletely into touch and spare day¬ 
time viewers from seeing people 
sacrifice their own dignity for Ky¬ 
le’s pound coins. 

And while were on the sub¬ 
ject of TV broadcasters it’s good 
riddance to Jeremy Clarkson 
whose outgrown his size 10 
boots and congratulations to 
BBC bosses for launching him 
into touch. 

There’s little doubting the 
man’s charismatic broadcast¬ 
ing skills but he has arrogantly 
over-stepped the mark this time.

Family's terrible loss is 
put down in new book 


A new book recounts the 
heartbreaking story of a 
family's awful tragedy. 
MARK AHDBEWS reports 

SUE Dewhirst knelt down next 
to her husband, and looked 
into her teenage son’s eyes. 

“I saw his spark had gone and that 
he wasn’t coming back,” she recalls. 

“I went to shut his eyes, but the doc¬ 
tors urged me not to as they wanted to 
keep trying CPR. They tried, it seemed, 
for an eternity. But he had died.” 

Nothing can prepare any mother for 
the premature death of a child, and no 
words can fully capture the pain that 
goes with losing a son or daughter. 

But Sue, whose son Matthew died from 
a sudden cardiac problem at the age of 
17, is sharing her ordeal in a new book 
which she hopes will help other mothers 
who have experienced similar tragedies 
come to terms with their ordeal. 

Sue, from St Martins, near Oswestry, 
is one of 10 women who have written 
the chapters no mother should ever have 
to write in a new book produced by the 
charity Cardiac Risk in the Young (Cry). 

The book, entitled Young Sudden Car¬ 
diac Death: A Mother’s Grief, has been 
compiled by the charity’s founder Alison 
Cox, and each chapter recalls the per¬ 
sonal experience of suddenly losing their 
son or daughter to a previously undiag¬ 
nosed heart condition. 

Every week in the UK, 12 people under 
the age of 35 will die suddenly from a pre¬ 
viously undiagnosed heart condition. Of 
these, 80 per cent will have no signs or 
symptoms, and the only way to detect the 
condition is through a Cry screening test. 

In the book, Sue recalls the day in July, 
2012, when she received a call from Mat¬ 
thew’s school, Ellesmere College. 

She says: “I’d just finished shopping

when I received a call from the college 
sister asking me to get there as Mat¬ 
thew had had ‘one of his turns’. 

“I was more annoyed than concerned, 
as these ‘turns’ had been frequent over 
the past nine years and dismissed 
every time by the emergency doctors as 
stress, migraine and dehydration. The 
doctors had always told him he must 
‘drink more’, which is what I told the 
sister that day.” 

She called her husband Chris, who 
was nearer to the school, before making 
her own way to Ellesmere. And she will 
never forget the sight that greeted her 
when she arrived. 

“I arrived to see an ambulance, police 
car and helicopter on the school rugby 
field, with my husband kneeling next to 
Matthew who was on a ventilator,” says 
Sue, who is 56. 

“I remember Chris looking up at me, 


sobbing, ‘he’s gone, what are we going 
to do?’ I just felt numb, too shocked to 
cry, wanting only to stay with Matthew. 
He was still warm. I know I fainted. 

“I stroked his head and held his hand 
as we waited in the ambulance for po¬ 
lice statements to be completed and 
the funeral directors to take him to the 
mortuary.” 

The following morning it fell to her 
and Chris to tell other family members. 

“My mother has dementia, and I was 
unsure whether she would understand 
me but, even to this day, it is the only 
thing in her recent life that she remem¬ 
bers,” says Sue. 

“Chris’s mother, who was 92, lived in 
a nursing home and sobbed how wicked 
life was to take his life and not hers. 
Everyone was disbelieving. How could 
this fit, healthy 17-year-old suddenly 
die?” 


And it seems Sue and her family were 
not the only ones who struggled to un¬ 
derstand why a strapping teenage rugby 
player would die so suddenly. 

“The authorities were unhelpful, 
including the police, who initially sus¬ 
pected Matthew of being a drug abuser 
due to his size and muscle strength,” 
says Sue. A toxicology report proved that 
Matthew was clean of drugs and alcohol, 
and Sue says his interest in sport and fit¬ 
ness meant any abuse of his body would 
have been out of the question. 

Sue and Chris’s grief was compounded 
by the fact that Matthew was their only 
son, conceived after nine gruelling at¬ 
tempts at IVF. She says that for many 
years Chris had been regularly passing 
out on the rugby pitch, but had been 
repeatedly assured that nothing was 
wrong. “I still blame myself for telling 
Matthew to drink more,” she says. 

“But the ongoing reassurances of doc¬ 
tors and nurses that ‘you only have to 
look at him to see there’s nothing wrong 
with his heart’ constantly reconfirmed 
to me that, whatever it was, it was noth¬ 
ing serious.” 

It was the assistant coroner who put 
the Dewhirsts in touch with Cry, and 
Sue found the charity’s support inval¬ 
uable. 

“We didn’t attend the inquest,” she 
says. “We now knew he had died of sud¬ 
den arrhythmic death syndrome (Sads) 
and felt grievously let down by the NHS 
doctors who had had so many opportuni¬ 
ties over the years not only to refer him 
for further investigations but were also 
ignorant of Sads.” 

On April 18 the charity will hold a 
support day for bereaved mothers at the 
Burlington Hotel in Birmingham 

In the meantime, Sue has had to learn 
to adapt to life without Matthew. 

She says: “Matthew’s bedroom is still 
exactly as he left it that Thursday morn¬ 
ing. Matthew was my only child. 

“We had fun together always, and I 
treasure the memories of the time we 
had.”

Running of day 
centre transferred 

THE running of an old people’s 
day centre has been handed over to 
Welshpool Town Council in a bid to 
save money. 

Powys County Council has handed 
over control of the Westwood Day 
Centre. Councillor Darren Mayor, 
portfolio holder for adult social ser¬ 
vices, said: “The transfer will enable 
the authority to purchase service pro¬ 
vision for service users while reducing 
costs. The market value of the site is 
£260,000 however, a restrictive cove¬ 
nant being applied to the property for 
community use reduces the value to 
£67,500. 

“The transfer will ensure service 
provision for existing service users 
while supporting the development 
of a vibrant, sustainable social hub 
in the community.” Councillor Ann 
Holloway, who serves on both Powys 
County Council and Welshpool Town 
Council, said: “I am happy that some¬ 
one is taking on this important facility 
and supporting the vulnerable people 
of Welshpool.” 

Police looking 
for crash driver 

POLICE want to trace the driver of a 
car which failed to stop after a crash 
near Montgomery. 

The collision occurred on the un¬ 
classified Sarn to Montgomery road 
by the junction to Cwm Bromley Farm 
entrance at approximately 9.20pm 
on March 22.

- is nearing completion and will soon wel¬ 
come its first tenants. 

Even the name Swan Lane has been con¬ 
signed to the history books. 

Developers Shropshire Towns and Rural 
Housing say the new title, Hignett Place, 
marks a fresh start. 

Jason O’Donoghue, Development Man¬ 
ager at Shropshire Towns and Rural Hous¬ 
ing (STAR), said: “The new build homes 
are nearly finished now and are looking 
great. 

“We have a mix of affordable rent and 
shared ownership properties available for 
purchase which provide a fantastic oppor¬ 
tunity for people to be able to get a foot on 
the housing ladder and access brand new 
homes.” 

Residents of the Swan Lane flats were 
moved out over two years after Shropshire 
Council admitted there was a high turnover 
of tenants and a history of substance abuse 
associated with the site. 

It also had a reputation for vandalism, 
anti-social behaviour and arson attacks on 
wheelie bins and rubbish. 

Sue Adams, managing director of STAR 
Housing, said: “We want future generations 
to feel safe and be proud of where they live. 
Hignett Place being so close to completion 
is really exciting and we’re looking forward 
to welcoming new tenants to what will be a 
great place.”

Jail warning 
over bogus 
work letter 

A LETTER making a bogus job of¬ 
fer which was used in a bid to get a 
man’s tagged overnight curfew lifted 
by a judge raised suspicion because 
his hours of work as a trainee car 
mechanic were claimed to be 8pm to 
5am.

Adjourning the case, Judge Hughes 
warned the defendants to prepare for

Members to the community health 
council are appointed by the Welsh As¬ 
sembly, local authority and voluntary 
organisations. 


Student's voice returns 
after hypnosis session

SHE lost her voice after a seri¬ 
ous bout of laryngitis and baffled 
doctors who could find no cure. 

But Hannah Davies says she was 
cured by a session with a hypnotist 
who put her voice loss down to her 
subconscious. 

Hannah, a 21-year-old student, came 
down with the condition in April last year 
and was told to rest her voice. 

Seven months later and she still could 
not speak, despite in-depth medical exami¬ 
nations which could find no cure. 

As a last roll of the dice, she decided to 
get in touch with hypnotherapist Phil Col¬ 
lins, who lives near Welshpool. 

She said that after just one session of 
hypnotherapy she regained her voice and 
believes her mind had blocked her from 
speaking after the illness. 

She said: “After many visits to the GP for 
medical examinations, including a camera 
going down my throat to examine my vocal 
cords, I was referred to a speech therapist 
as nothing physical could be found. 

“However, the waiting time to see a 
speech therapist was six months and I 
needed action quicker than that.” 

After just one session with Mr Collins her 
voice returned. 

Mr Collins said: “After hearing Hannah’s 
story I used hypnosis to suggest to her that 
she could talk again. 

“A few days later I received an e-mail 
from Hannah saying that she had her voice 

hack.” Hypnotherapist Phil Collins and Hannah Davies who had severe laryngitis

New group 
will tackle 
decline in 
languageuse 

THE decline in residents in Mid 
Wales speaking Welsh will be tackled 
by a new group set up by Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council. 

The percentage of Welsh speakers 
in the county fell from 21.1 per cent to 
18.6 per cent, 24,000 people, between 
2001 and 2011, mirroring a similar 
trend across Wales. 

Councillor Arwel Jones, Powys 
County Council cabinet member for 
Welsh language, said: “We see Welsh 
language as an integral part of the 
make-up of many of our communi¬ 
ties, and of Powys as a whole and it is 
essential that we look for ways to halt 
its decline. 

“In the year when the National Ei¬ 
steddfod, the country’s most impor¬ 
tant cultural festival, comes to Powys 
at Meifod it is important that we do 
all that we can to reverse the trend. 

“To help co-ordinate the work we 
intend establishing a working group 
to look at the situation of the Welsh 
language within the county. It will 
draw up recommendations for the 
council on how to act to halt and re¬ 
verse the decline in the number of 
Welsh speakers. 

“The group will have represent¬ 
atives from all three shires, Welsh 
language practitioners along with 
representatives from business and the 
voluntary sector. 

“We are already in contact with 
the Welsh Government asking for 
advice on how others are tackling the 
issue and what we need to do to get 
it right.” 

The census figures show that the 
level of Welsh speaking in Powys has 
increased for primary school age chil¬ 
dren and now the council said it would 
considering how to build on that in 
secondary schools. 


Roads worst in Wales 
councillors are warned

POWYS’ roads are currently the 
worst in Wales with the county 
council coming last out of 22 lo¬ 
cal authorities. 

The council is also bottom of the 
list when it comes to spending on the 
roads, although the figures are cal¬ 
culated on the basis of spending per 
kilometre, and Powys has the largest 
network of roads in Wales. 

Currently £30 million is needed for iden¬ 
tified county road structural repair schemes 
and the annual maintenance budget is 
roughly at one third of that needed to main¬ 
tain the roads in a ‘steady state’. 

Councillor Wynne Jones warned a recent 
full council meeting that the situation is 
not likely to improve soon, as £2 million has 
to cut from the highways budget for each of 
the next three years. 

The county could also lose a substantial 
amount of money from sub contracted work 
for the Mid and North Wales Trunk Road 
Agency, funds from which is put into work 
on Powys’ roads. 

The management of the trunk roads is 
expected to change soon. 

Councillor Russell George asked for an 
update on the states of roads at the meet¬ 
ing. Councillor Jones said: “The quick an¬ 
swer to the question is that our county road 
network is in a state of deterioration, but 
that it continues to be maintained safely. 

“Given the current minimal level of 
budget which we are able to allocate to¬ 
wards the maintenance of our county road 
network, the emphasis of effort is directed 
at attending promptly to safety issues and 
undertaking as much of the fundamental 
basic maintenance as possible.”

CAMPAIGNERS are calling for 
people to start a fresh wave of 
objections against plans to drill 
for gas in the Shropshire coun¬ 
tryside. 

Frack Free Dudleston has asked 
supporters to submit objections to the 
planning inspectorate as soon as pos¬ 
sible over plans that could see energy 
firm Dart Energy operate an explora¬ 
tory borehole in Dudleston Heath, be¬ 
tween St Martins and Ellesmere. 

The company submitted an appeal over 
the length of time it took Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil to make a decision, and bosses at the 
energy company have called on the inspec¬ 
torate to hold it in private rather than its 
current plans to hold a public inquiry. 

Chris Hesketh, leader of Frack Free 
Dudleston, said having the appeal held as 
a public inquiry would “improve chances of 
winning” for the group as it would allow 
them the same amount of time to put for¬ 
ward a case as Dart Energy. 

He said: “We have robust arguments and 
a strong team so we have nothing to fear 
from being cross-examined. 

“We were therefore very pleased when 
the planning inspectorate announced that 
the appeal had been upgraded to inquiry. 

“But rest assured that we have re-stated 
our case to the Inspectorate and they are 
undertaking a formal review of Dart’s re¬ 
quest.” Mr Hesketh said he hopes to see 
fresh objections submitted to the appeal to 
show how much public interest there is. He 
said: “If anyone has yet to place an objec¬ 
tion on the Inspectorate’s portal then now 
would be a great time to do so.”

Posters put 
up to help 
cut biker 
roaddeaths 

ALMOST 200 bike safety posters are 
being put on up roads across Powys 
ahead of the spring weather when 
the numbers of bikers on the roads 
increase. 

The 190 Ride Safely information 
posters act as a reminder to motor¬ 
cyclists but also highlight the pres¬ 
ence of motorcyclists to all other road 
users. Powys has 3,400 miles of roads 
according to council chiefs, and mo¬ 
torcyclists come from far and wide to 
enjoy the rural roads. 

Sarah Morris, Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s senior road safety officer, said: 
“In 2014, six motorcyclists lost their 
lives as a result of a road traffic col¬ 
lision in the county and in excess of 
25 motorcyclists received serious in¬ 
juries. As one of the most vulnerable 
road users in Powys, the council’s 
road safety unit wants to greatly re¬ 
duce the number of motorcyclist casu¬ 
alties.” 

Since 2011, all of the posters also 
have a grid reference sticker and lo¬ 
cation marker on the back so that if 
a motorcyclist is involved in a colli¬ 
sion or breaks down, they can use the 
sticker to provide their exact location 
on unfamiliar roads. 

The sticker includes a 12-figure grid 
reference, which can be given to the 
emergency services control rooms, to¬ 
gether with a description of the road 
number and route. 

These stickers were used to help the 
emergency services with five collisions 
in the last financial year. 

Councillor John Brunt, Powys 
County Council’s cabinet member for 
road safety, said: “We hope that our 
road safety education, training and 
publicity will encourage motorcyclists 
to continue using our roads but in a 
safe and informed manner.”

Castle is

A GROUP of Napoleonic soldiers took over a 
castle near Oswestry as part of a 200th anni¬ 
versary celebration. 

The re-enactors descended on Whittington Castle 
over the weekend to mark the anniversary of the 
Battle of Waterloo. 

Re-enactment groups from a wide area took part in the 
two-day event at the historic castle, giving visitors a taste 
of what life was like during the time of the famous battle. 

Groups attending the event included 5/60th Rifles, 
Coldstream Guards, Anglesey Hussars, 23rd RWF, Black 
Brunkswickers, 6th Foot (1st Warwickshire) and 4th Kings 
Own Foot. 

Steve Davies, who organised the groups and is leader of 
the 5/60th Riflemen, various activities took place during 
the weekend event at the castle. 

He said: “The scenario we did was the Siege of Badajoz, 
looking at four cannons and 60 infantry. 

“Camp was as big if not bigger than last year also, and 
this will be the only time that these re-enactors will be at 
Whittington Castle due to their hectic schedules. 

“We also put on a few cameos in the camp and talks and 
at 3pm on both days there was a skirmish, with a drill and 
firing display.” 

He added: “There were various other happenings going 
on such as and execution of a deserter and a French man 
spying on the British Camp as well as a recruiting party 
sent out into the public as well to recruit some young sol¬ 
diers for drill.” 

The Battle of Waterloo was fought on Sunday, June 18, 
1815, near Waterloo in present-day Belgium. A French 
army under the command of Napoleon was defeated by the 
armies of the Seventh Coalition.

Government 
broadband 
plans are 
welcomed 

PLANS to roll out ultrafast broad¬ 
band across Britain could be a boost 
for businesses across Shropshire, it 
has been claimed. 

Graham Wynn, chairman of the 
Marches Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship, said the plans announced by 
Chancellor George Osborne in his 
Budget speech would be of particular 
benefit to businesses in rural areas. 

Mr Osborne said internet speeds of 
up to 100Mbps would be made avail¬ 
able to “nearly all UK premises” as 
part of a bid to help the nation “lead 
the way” for ultrafast broadband. The 
plan includes using satellite technol¬ 
ogy to boost broadband in more re¬ 
mote areas. 

Mr Wynn said: “Following the ex¬ 
tension to our Growth Deal, which 
will see a further £7.7 million invested 
in the rollout of superfast broadband 
in the Marches, we welcome the com¬ 
mitment to connectivity infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“Of particular interest for compa¬ 
nies based in more rural areas of Her¬ 
efordshire, Shropshire and Telford & 
Wrekin, will be both the announce¬ 
ment of a strategy which includes 
using satellite technology to extend 
reach and using £600 million to clear 
new spectrum bands which will im¬ 
prove mobile networks and connec¬ 
tivity.” 

But Patrick Cosgrove, chairman 
of the Shropshire and Marches Cam¬ 
paign for Better Broadband in Rural 
Areas, queried how many homes in 
Britain would be covered by Mr Os¬ 
borne’s Budget speech assertion of 
“nearly all”. 

He also suggested that there were 
potential teething problems with the 
satellite technology the Chancellor 
was promoting. 


Housing proposals spark 
conce rns for villagers

VILLAGERS are alarmed that two 
planning applications for homes 
that were refused a few months 
ago have been resubmitted. 

Agents have applied once more for 
planning permission to build homes in 
Maesbury, near Oswestry, saying that 
because Shropshire does not have a 
five-year supply of housing the devel¬ 
opments should be allowed. 

But residents say they have already 
fought the developments once and are urg¬ 
ing Shropshire councillors to throw out the 
applications. The two applications seek to 
build homes on fields north of Salterfields 
and three homes on land south of Chain 
Cottage. 

Roger Parry, agent for both planned de¬ 
velopments, said “material changes” had 
arisen since the determination of the plan¬ 
ning applications. 

He said: “We are of the opinion that 
there are serious flaws in the calculation of 
supply figures and there is not a five-year 
housing supply. 

“The development would bring about so¬ 
cial and economic benefits to the village and 
enhance the environmental sustainability 
of the village.” 

But Dave Jones, a former parish coun¬ 
cillor, said that he hoped Shropshire coun¬ 
cillors would once again throw out the 
applications. 

He said: “We have in Maesbury gone 
through all the development meetings and 
prepared out parish plan. Hours of volun¬ 
teer work went into this and we decided 
that Maesbury should be neither a cluster 
nor a hub.We hope the councillors will stick 
to their guns and throw this out.”

Detective Chief Inspector Steve 
Cockwell, of the protecting vulner¬ 
able people department, said: “It is 
vitally important that we gain greater 
knowledge and understanding of child 
sexual exploitation in order to effec¬ 
tively target activity at local, regional 
and national level. 

“Police officers are being actively 
trained to recognise the early signs 
that can identify children at risk. We 
all have a role to play in ensuring that 
children have a safe environment to 
grow up in. 

“We have a social media campaign 
to raise awareness of the crime and 
what to look out for. 

“We recognise the importance of 
investing in identifying and tackling 
it and have invested additional re¬ 
sources into this complex area of safe¬ 
guarding.” 

Police chief makes 
new safety call 

A NATIONAL report that found police 
cells were being used as a safe place 
for vulnerable people has sparked ac¬ 
tion from West Mercia Police Crime 
Commissioner Bill Longmore. 

Mr Longmore has called for an in¬ 
crease in the number of “places of 
safety” across the West Midlands after 
the report, carried out by Her Majes¬ 
ty’s Inspectorate of Constabulary, 
found children and mentally unwell 
people were being held in custody as 
an alternative to social or health care. 

Mr Longmore said: “This is a situ¬ 
ation that needs to be reviewed and 
improved as soon as possible.”

Mr Campbell is a prolific writer having pub¬ 
lished nine books - a mixture of novels, diaries 
and political insight. 

His latest book, Winners: And How They 
Succeed, includes interviews with sports stars, 


successful businessmen and women, and poli¬ 
ticians, and went to the top of the best sellers 
list in four days. 

A high point for many Oswestrians during 
LitFest was the return to the town of local 
Jesse Armstrong. 

An appearance by the comedy writer at Ki- 
nokulture Cinema was another sell-out for the 
festival. 

Career 

The writer and co-writer of a host of other 
comedies including In the Loop, The Thick of 
It, Fresh Meat and the film Four Lions, talked 
about his career, meeting co-writer Sam Bain 
at Manchester University, and of his first and 
new novel, Love, Sex and Other Foreign Policy 
Goals. 

Members of the audience at Kinoculture 
were the first to be able to buy the comedy 
novel with Jesse admitting he only saw it him¬ 
self for the first time the day before. 

The central characters of the book, which 


is set in 1994, live in the border area around 
Oswestry. 

But the writer admitted that although he 
mentioned towns like Chirk, Ellesmere and 
Whitchurch he couldn’t bring himself to in¬ 
clude his home town of Oswestry. 

The characters, themselves experiencing 
cross border bust-ups, travel to the Balkans to 
try to help bring peace to the warring coun¬ 
tries. 

“Oswestry when I was growing up could be 
a pretty scary place to go out on a Saturday 
night and I got the rough end of trouble my¬ 
self,” he said. 

“Its only when you leave a place that you re¬ 
alise how much you miss it.” 

In the audience was Jesse’s father, David 
Armstrong, himself a crime novelist who ad¬ 
mitted to cringing sometimes at some of his 
son’s near the knuckle comedy writing. 

“Of course I am so proud of him and his 
achievements,” he said. 

He said he was glad his son had written a 


novel and said that it has spurred him onto 
thinking about writing another. 

A whole host of linked events involving 
schools and community organisations was also 
held during the festival. 

Author Frank Cottrell Boyce, a keen sup¬ 
porter of the festival, once again played a key 
role in a number of community events.

THE National Trust has pledged to nur¬ 
ture the countryside back to health under 
a new, £1 billion scheme. 

The conservation charity has pledged to spend 
10 years investing in its plans for the country¬ 
side, in a departure from its traditional role as a 
keep of country houses and estates. 

Around 255,000 hectares (633,000 acres) of land are 
owned by the trust in England, Wales and Northern 
Ireland. 

The body has now announced that it is to work to 
reverse “decades of unsustainable land management”, 
and has claimed that intensive farming and climate 
change have “undermined the long-term health of the 
land”. 

Helen Ghosh, the Trust’s director general, said: 
“The natural environment is in poor health, compro¬ 
mised by decades of unsustainable management and 
under pressure from climate change. Wildlife has de¬ 
clined, over-worked soils are washing out to sea; vil¬ 
lages and towns are flooded. 

History 

“Our strategy calls on the National Trust to re¬ 
spond to these threats and play its part in new ways: 
achieving a step change in how we look after our own 
countryside, and reaching out to partners and commu¬ 
nities beyond our boundaries to meet the challenges we 
face at this moment in our history. This is a long-term 
commitment, for the benefit of generations to come: 
we know that many of our changes will take 30 years 
or more.” 

Chairman Tim Parker added: “We can’t solve these 
issues on our own. Our strategy will see us working 
more collaboratively with a range of partners to ex¬ 
plore new approaches and find new solutions. We will 
support where we can and lead where we should.” 

The Trust said that 60 per cent of British species 
had seen their populations decline over the last 50 
years, that habitats have been destroyed and that over¬ 
worked soils have been washed out to sea. 

Heating plan 
is underway 
at poultry farm 

WORK is under way on a Shropshire 
poultry farm to install a £1 million ground 
source heat pump - which will be the big¬ 
gest in the sector. 

Renewable specialist TGE Group was award¬ 
ed the contract for the l,300kW heat pump for 
a poultry farmer to provide heat and cooling 
across four new poultry units. On completion, 
the system will be the largest ground source heat 
pump installation in UK poultry. 

The project will be managed alongside the construc¬ 
tion of the units to ensure the four, 50,000-bird-capac- 
ity sheds are complete for late spring. 

The installation of five Geo Qube ground source 
heat pumps, manufactured specifically for the poultry 
industry, will deliver reactive heating and cooling to 
each building. 

With 11,000m of vertical bore holes, the heat pump 
will deliver highly controlled temperature loads of 33C, 
dropping to 20C over the crop cycle. 

Underfloor heating will accommodate the base heat¬ 
ing load with fan coil units trimming the heating to 
maintain an accurate internal temperature across mul¬ 
tiple zones. 

With floor, air and humidity sensors throughout the 
buildings, the system will ensure birds gain weight in 
a controlled, comfortable environment enabling them 
to reach maximum growth potential, increasing yield 
and profitability. 

During warmer weather, the fan coils are capable 
of cooling, helping to reduce humidity and heat levels 
in conjunction with the ventilation systems, whilst 
re-charging heat into the well field. 

“Heat pumps have many benefits over biomass boil¬ 
ers for new poultry units,” said TGE director Matthew 
Evans. 

“They eliminate the need for regular fuel deliveries 
on top of the other delivery activities involved on site.”

Paterson is on course 
for Commons return

IF you believe the bookies, Owen 
Paterson would have only had to 
make the most cursory of clean¬ 
ing efforts when he vacated his 
Westminster office - as he’ll be 
back behind his desk in a few 
weeks’ time. 

Were a punter to stake a pound on 
the former Northern Ireland and En¬ 
vironment Secretary recapturing his 
North Shropshire constituency in just 
over a month’s time, they would walk 
away with just one additional penny to 
show for it. 

His odds of 1/100 to win in the constit¬ 
uency are the most comfortable of any 
candidate in Shropshire, and it would be a 
huge upset if he were to be dislodged at this 
election. 

Trailing in second place in the betting 
is the Ukip candidate, Andrea Allen, with 
odds of 16/1 behind her. 

The Liberal Democrats and Labour - sec¬ 
ond and third last time respectively - are 
both considered outsiders with odds of 
100/1 behind them, with the Greens not 
even making the bookies’ shortlist. 

Campaign 

Even the radical Class War Party (slo¬ 
gan: “Because All Other Candidates Are 
Scum”), has given the seat up as a bad lot, 
with nominated candidate A1 Derby now 
switching his campaign to Wolverhampton 
North East. 

It’s hardly surprising that the frontrun¬ 
ner has targeted his early campaigning at 
the farming community. 

As head of Defra before he was dethroned 
in the last cabinet reshuffle, Mr Paterson 
won plenty of friends - and no shortage 
of enemies - with his hardline policies on 
badger culling and GM crops. 

The constituency contains huge swathes 
of countryside, Walford & North Shrop¬ 
shire College, which has plenty of exper¬ 
tise in agriculture, and the ABP abattoir 
at Ellesmere - one of Shropshire’s largest 
private employers. Such is his interest in 
agricultural issues, the MP has even found 
time in recent weeks to interrupt his elec¬ 
tion campaign with a visit to South Africa 
to look at farming overseas. Since he was 
ushered towards the door as Prime Minis¬ 
ter David Cameron shuffled his pack last 
July, Paterson has widely been considered 
to be a thorn in the leader’s side, and is 
something of a figurehead for the more 
right wing elements of the party. 

The majority of nearly 16,000 at the last 
election was the highest achieved in the 
North Shropshire seat since 1992, when 
John Biffen sailed to victory with a major¬ 
ity of 16,211. 

The constituency - which has been called 
North Shropshire since it changed its name 
from Oswestry in 1983 - has been painted 
blue at every election since briefly falling 
into Liberal hands at a by-election in 1906. 

Labour came within 2,195 votes of cap¬ 
turing the seat in the midst of its landslide 
triumph in 1997. 

But that proved a false dawn for the 
party in the constituency, and by last time 
out, it had been shunted into third place 
behind the Liberal Democrats.

DEMOGRAPHIC RUNS IN LINE WITH TORY TERRITORY 


• The North Shropshire turnout of 65.7 
per cent was lower than in other parts of the 
county last time out, but in line with the na¬ 
tional rate of 65.1 percent. 

• The voter demographic runs very much 
in line with what is considered to be core 
Conservative territory. The voting popula¬ 
tion is 95 per cent white British, 71 per cent 
Christian, and 23.1 per cent are over the age 
of 65. 

• It’s hardly surprising, then, that it has 
been a Conservative seat for all but two 
years since the constituency was first creat¬ 
ed in 1832 - although in its original guise it 
elected two members, and returned a Whig 
named John Cotes as its second member 
between 1832 and 1835. 

• Since its creation, the seat has changed 
its name twice, moving from North Shrop¬ 
shire to become Oswestry in 1885, before 
reverting back to its original name again in 
1983. 


Graeme Currie, who runs an independent 
social work business across the region, has 
been put forward as Labour’s challenger 
for the seat, and has made wages and the 
cost of living a key issue in his campaign.

• John Biffen, who held the seat before 
Owen Paterson, was a key member of 
Margaret Thatcher’s administration in the 
1980s, serving as Chief Secretary of the 
Treasury then Leader of the House, before 
falling out of favour and ultimately facing the 
sack. He had originally become the Oswest¬ 
ry MP at a by-election in 1961, and held the 
seat continuously until 1997, when he stood 
down before becoming Lord Biffen of Tanat. 
He died in 2007. 

• Another famous face to have held the 
seat was William Clive Bridgeman, who was 
the MP between 1906 and 1929. His initial 
victory was one of the few cases where the 
Liberals were defeated - the party won 397 
of the seats (59 per cent) to the Conserva¬ 
tive and Liberal Unionist’s 156 (23 percent). 
Among his governmental posts, Bridgeman 
was Home Secretary and First Lord of the 
Admiralty. After retiring, he was chairman of 
the BBC at the time of his death in 1935. 


on behalf of the Liberal Democrats at the 
election, and has pinpointed social care and 
youth centres as areas of interest. 

Children’s social worker Duncan Kerr 
will be representing the Green Party’s 
interest in the seat. This time, it’s Ukip 
which is likely to provide the closest chal-

lenger to the Tories, but with a right wing 
Eurosceptic as the current incumbent of 
the seat in Parliament, it may be that the 
challenger party’s principle point of policy 
is already catered for among voters on the 
patch. 

Still, there’s no room for complacency at 
this most unpredictable of elections, when 
the corrosive effect of the U vote could 
scupper either of the leading parties’ plans 
for power. 

Paterson’s opponents will no doubt point 
to the current seat holder’s record of vot¬ 
ing in Parliament, which has seen him take 
part in eight debates in the last year, and 
participate in 50.5 per cent of votes in Par¬ 
liament - well below the average of all MPs. 

Untroubled 

By comparison, his neighbour Daniel 
Kawczynski has attended 29 debates and 
voted on 80.4 per cent of issues. 

In stark contrast to other parts of Shrop¬ 
shire, where seats have changed hands 
with some regularity, just two MPs - both 
Conservative - have held onto North 
Shropshire since 1961. 

Even before John Biffen took charge, it 
remained a true blue seat. 

With this election looking to be nip-tuck 
in terms of one party sealing a majority in 
parliament, the Conservative Party could 
do with its traditional heartlands remain¬ 
ing safe and untroubled. 

But the party will still need to reassure 
people that rural issues are being treated 
with the gravity to which they are entitled 
if it is to be sure of victory here. 


The politician seeking re-election in North Shropshire is a 
well-known figure both at local and national level - OWEN 
PATERSON. 

The Whitchurch-born Cambridge graduate has held the 
seat since 1997, when he 
inherited the Conservative 
candidacy from long-time 
constituency MP John Biff¬ 
en. He has risen within the 
party ranks to hold key po¬ 
sitions including Northern 
Ireland Secretary, before 
taking over as Environment 
Secretary. That came to a 
dramatic end when he was 
moved out of the cabinet in 
the last reshuffle, and since 
then he has proved a thorn in the side of his own party lead¬ 
ership with his Eurosceptic position and right-wing leanings, 
which are considered at odds with the more socially liber¬ 
al outlook of the modern 
Conservatives. 

Ukip’s ANDREA ALLEN 
will be hoping to improve 
on the party’s perfor¬ 
mance in the constituency 
at the last election, when 
Sandra List finished fourth 
with 4.7 per cent of the 
vote to Paterson’s 51.5 per 
cent. 

Given that her main op¬ 
ponent is as Eurosceptic as 
they come - having already 
called for Britain to withdraw from Europe in favour of a re¬ 
structured trade agreement - she may find her party’s USP 
to be somewhat redundant in this constituency. 

A Whitchurch Rural Parish 
councillor in the Tilstock 
ward, she was elected un¬ 
opposed to the position last 
year before sealing the par¬ 
ty’s candidacy in the Gener¬ 
al Election. 

Qualified social worker 
GRAEME CURRIE will be 
challenging for the seat from 
a Labour perspective. 

A member of Christians

years ago and now runs an independent social work busi¬ 
ness across the West Midlands.

ment that is doing nothing 
to help,” he says. “I would 
stand up for local people hit 
by this cost of living crisis, 
not stand idly by.” 

North Shropshire local 
TOM THORNHILL is to 
stand on behalf of the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats, and in do¬ 
ing so will be the youngest 
candidate in any seat in the 
county. The fresh-faced Birmingham University student, who 
is 20 years old, combines his studies with volunteer work for 
groups dealing with issues of sexuality, a disability or mental 
health problems. 

Having had his first taste of politics aged seven, when he 
spoke at an event to protest against the closure of Whitchurch 
Hospital, he now uses his position to call for increased fund¬ 
ing for the North East Youth 
Centre in Whitchurch, and 
greater support for care 
homes for the elderly. 

The final candidate in 
the patch will be DUNCAN 
KERR, who will be the sec¬ 
ond person to contest the 
seat on behalf of the Green 
Party. Steve Boulding at¬ 
tempted to gain the seat for 
the party in 2010. 

He is already a town coun¬ 
cillor in Oswestry, having topped the poll in the Castle Ward 
in 2013, but now hopes to seize a second seat in parliament 
for the party. A children’s social worker, he has supported 
local campaigns such as Frack-free North Shropshire, 20’s 
Plenty and the Oswestry Equality Group in his role as a Green 
Party activist. Those five candidates will not find themselves 
facing Class War’s Al Derby, who is to contest the Wolver-

Can you shed any light 
on the journey of relic? 


WELL, whatever floats your 
boat... 

Charles Dennis called it the Oakley 
Canoe. But when this relic of prehis¬ 
toric days finally went to a museum it 
was given the name the Mucklestone 
Canoe. 

The good news is that Birmingham Mu¬ 
seum and Art Gallery still has the wooden 
dugout canoe which it received over 50 
years ago, but sadly you will not be able to 
view it - because it is in store and not on 
display. It was in late 1958 or at the start 
of 1959 that the dugout canoe, which was 
thought to be between 3,000 and 4,000 
years old, was transferred from Oakley, 
near Market Drayton, to the then Birming¬ 
ham City Museum and Fine Arts Gallery. 

It seems to have been kept in a local cave 
for many years before finally moving to its 
new home. 

Speaking in February 1959, Mr Dennis, of 
Park House, Oakley, said he had discovered 
the canoe about 30 years previously. His cu¬ 
riosity was aroused when he noticed a piece 
of timber sticking out above the water level 
in the River Tern near Oakley Hall. 

After he recovered the canoe, it was 
dried and treated in various ways, and 
then placed in a cave to protect it from the 
weather. 

Then in the 1950s when the museum be¬ 
came interested, Mr Dennis offered to pres¬ 
ent the canoe to them if they would accept 
it. The intention was that once it had been 
dried and treated, it would be housed in the 
pre-history section of the museum. 

“Mr Dennis understands that the mu¬ 
seum authorities intend to call the canoe 
the Mucklestone Canoe. He, however, 
thinks it should be the Oakley Canoe,” said 
the story in the Newport & Market Drayton 
Advertiser at the time. 

In the spirit of investigative journalism, 
we decided to chase up with the modern 
museum to find whether it is still there - 
and it is. 

“It’s currently at our museums collection 
centre, so is not on display at the moment,” 
said Abi Rogansky of Birmingham Muse-

ums Trust, who also sent us a couple of 
photos of the relic. 

The information about the canoe held 
by the museum is that it is “part (probably 
the stern end) of an oak dugout canoe from 
Oakley Park, near Mucclestone, (sic) Staffs. 
This was found in the bank of the River 
Tene (sic - actually the Tern) in 1926 and 
presented to Birmingham by C.C. Dennis, 
Esq., in 1958. 

“Two pairs of holes in the thickness of the 
sides at the better-preserved end are per¬ 
haps for pegs to support extra side pieces. 

“Dugout canoes are almost impossible to 
date on design alone. Most are likely to be 
pre-Roman. The earliest appear c.8000 BC 
in Britain, but the majority were built dur¬ 
ing the last 2000 years BC.” 

A model, to a scale of about 2ft to the 
inch, has been created, based upon ele¬ 
ments from several completed canoes, and 
is a suggested reconstruction of the Muck¬ 
lestone Canoe. 

“The beak-shaped bow, perforated for a 
mooring rope, is taken from the bow of the 
dugout from Llangorse, Breconshire. The 
extra side-pieces at the stern are found on 
several British canoes and are here based 
upon the peg holes in the sides of the Muck¬ 
lestone Canoe itself. 

“The stern-board let in as a separate 
piece copies those from two parallel-sided 
canoes from the River Trent, near Notting¬ 
ham. This type of stern has been suggested 
for the Mucklestone Canoe since it so often 
occurs on canoes with parallel sides and rec¬ 
tangular sections. 

“There is no evidence for masts and sails 
in British dugout canoes. They were usually 
propelled by paddles.” 

Can anybody remember the canoe from 
the days it was stored in that cave near 
Market Drayton? You would have to be get¬ 
ting on now, of course, but if you can shed 
any more information on the Mucklestone 
(or Oakley) Canoe, please drop us a line.

Scandal of 
clergyman 
uncovered 
in research 


Mary and William in 1912 

HE was a Shropshire clergyman who did a 
bunk, leaving his parishioners in the lurch 
- not to mention his wife and family. 

The Rev William Francis Lightfoot Harrison 
was the rector of the first portion of the parish 
of Pontesbury from 1901, but eloped to New Zea¬ 
land in June 1907 with Mary Beamond, who had 
been nursing his wife Gertrude. 

According to Mary’s granddaughter who researched 
the family tree, Gertrude hit back by calling the Devil 
down on him and on Pontesbury Church, which had to 
be reconsecrated as a result. 

It must have been a scandal which rocked the Shrop¬ 
shire village at the time. 

According to the research by Joyce Arden, of Wel¬ 
lington in New Zealand, when Gertrude became an 
alcoholic they employed Mary as a nurse. Mary subse¬ 
quently became close to the rector - so close that they 
ran off together, leaving Gertrude and his two children 
behind. 

In New Zealand, they changed their name to Mr and 
Mrs Henry Arthur Smithson. 

The affair was to have far-reaching repercussions 
within the family. Mary’s stepfather John Jones 
worked on the Berwick estate, near Shrewsbury, as a 
gardener. 

When the scandal broke, with Mary pregnant, he 
was given an ultimatum. He was told by the estate that 
if he did not turn her out of the house he would lose his 
job. He did not, and lost his job. 

He ended up in front of Shrewsbury station with a 
big hand cart containing what possessions he had. Joe, 
Mary’s brother, found him lodgings and set him up to 
get on his feet again. 

But is it really true that the church had to be re¬ 
consecrated? Strangely, according to a tablet in Pontes¬ 
bury church, Lightfoot Harrison was there from 1901 
to 1909. Perhaps it took a while before they accepted 
he had gone for good. 

There is some published biographical information 
about him, which points to him being well educated 
and well connected. Born in Pontesbury, he was the son 
of the Rev William Harrison, who was for 54 years the 
rector of Pontesbury and was nephew of Bishop Light¬ 
foot of Durham. The young William went to Haileybury 
College - a public school - and Lincoln College, Oxford. 

Following in his father’s footsteps, he was ordained 
deacon in 1891. Immediately before becoming rector 
at Pontesbury he was curate, and then rector, at Great 
Wollaston, Shropshire. He married Gertrude, daughter 
of Colonel Edwards, of Ness Strange, Shropshire, and 
they had two children, Gwynned Helen Lightfoot and 
James Murray Rowland Lightfoot. Harrison was also a 
rural district councillor and Guardian of the Poor for 
the Pontesbury Division, Atcham Union. 

A report of a creditors’ meeting into Harrison’s af¬ 
fairs appeared in the Shrewsbury Chronicle in August 
1908. The report said that his “present whereabouts 
are unknown” and said “the debtor left the vicarage 
and went abroad in June 1907, having first obtained 
leave of absence from the Bishop of the diocese.” 

It does not say why he left. 

“As he did not return, and it was ascertained that he 
was not likely to resume his duties, proceedings were 
taken against him on behalf of the Bishop...” 

Harrison spent the rest of his life in New Zealand. 
He died on August 15, 1921, aged 57, leaving six chil¬ 
dren - by which we can infer he had four further chil¬ 
dren in New Zealand with his new partner. 


AS excavations continued for the new 
swimming pool for Bridgnorth Boys Mod¬ 
ern School at Oldbury Wells, an old clay 
pot was discovered containing an ancient 
parchment. 

Written in old-style script, it put a curse on the 
school. 

Not unnaturally, it caused great excitement among pu¬ 
pils, and also some of the teaching staff. 

But suspicions grew. 

Although the parchment mentioned old names and 
places in the town which turned out to be historically cor¬ 
rect, the ink seemed quite new. 

Nor did the pot seem particularly old. 

It turned out to be a “lark” by three pupils - Clifford 
Craddock, William Humphries, and Robert Thorne. Two 
adults were in on it too, because the trio had enlisted the 


help of Mr Ernest Pee, a local historian, in writing on the 
parchment, and Mr J. Wells, a member of the teaching 
staff. 

The great Bridgnorth school hoax took place in the au¬ 
tumn of 1959. 

The document mentioned treasure of silver and gold in 
the vicinity, and the writer threatened that if the parch¬ 
ment fell into the wrong hands - as it did - a curse would 
prevail, with eternal and everlasting torment of the soul. 

While excavating for the pool pupils had first discovered 
an old stone grinding wheel and then, eight feet down, the 
clay pot with its roll of parchment, which had been stuffed 
inside with other paper. 

This turned out to be another giveaway as the paper 
was of recent manufacture. 

The message had supposedly been written by one John 
Tyler, who was lying in jail under sentence of death hav¬ 
ing been wrongly accused of some crime. 

The message directed his daughter, Mary, to where she 


could find his treasure of silver and gold and was sup¬ 
posed to have been handed to a fellow prisoner, who was 
being released from jail the next day. 

News got out, and it was when the Bridgnorth Journal 
got on to the story that the trio decided to own up so that 
the hoax wouldn’t go too far. 

“I was completely fooled,” said the headmaster, Mr W 
B. Unitt, who appears to have taken it all in good part. 

Although a little suspicious of the discovery, he said 
there were certain aspects which led him to believe that 
the document was authentic. 

“I was quite certain that the message was a hoax, but 
thought that it was a hoax being played on someone about 
100 years ago. Instead, it was a hoax being played last 
week.” 

The school, incidentally, was a new one, opened as 
Bridgnorth Boys’ Secondary Modern in 1958. 

It became a comprehensive school, Oldbury Wells 
School, in 1973.

BEFORE I leave for my food-filled 
weekend in Wales, the first thing 
people tell me is that there are a 
lot of sheep, and a lot of green 
grass - I will feel right at home, 
they say. 

While I’m prepared for rural coun¬ 
tryside similar to back home in New 
Zealand, it’s the smell of the sea and 
squawking of gulls when I arrive in 
Cardiff that feels familiar. 

About two hours drive from Telford, Car¬ 
diff is an ideal place for a weekend getaway, 
especially if you are a bit of a foodie. 

Based at The St David’s Hotel and Spa, 
where my room overlooks Cardiff Bay, the 
hotel’s Tempus at Tides restaurant is a 
beautiful spot to start our weekend of food. 

Filled with local produce, we work our 
way through a six-course menu including 
Snowdonia wild mushroom veloute with 
truffle oil; pan fried scallops with crushed 
peas and Carmarthen ham crisps; chicken 
liver pate with little black hen and Welsh 
sourdough; and a herb crusted fillet of Bre¬ 
conshire beef with Welsh onion cake. I’m al¬ 
ready pleased I chose a loosely-fitting dress 
to wear and the weekend has barely started. 
Walking off the meal in the sea air, it only 
takes a few minutes to get to Mermaid 
Quay, buzzing with people out for Friday 
night drinks at the bars and restaurants 
lining the revamped docks. 

In the morning, we make our way to the 
Vale of Glamorgan - known as the garden 
of Cardiff - for a Welsh food tour with Sian 
Bassett Roberts. 

Our first stop is Hendrewennol, a 
fruit-picking farm in the hills of Bonvilston 
started more than 30 years ago. Only a 
short drive from the city, it felt much fur¬ 
ther away as we wandered through rows 
of berry plants, vegetables, and a maze of 
maize set out as a map of Wales, complete 
with castles. 

Refuelling back at the farm cafe with ice¬ 
cream made from Hendrewennol berries, 
our bags were clinking with bottles of their 
blackcurrant vinegar and fruit jams as we 
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made our way to our next stop. 

Bouncing around on the back of a trailer, 
we are given a tour of Slade Farm Organics 
by owners Peter and Polly, a father-daugh¬ 
ter duo who are clearly passionate about 
what they do. Not only does Sian introduce 
us to local growers and produce during her 
food tour, as well as teaching a few words of 
Welsh, she also shows us how to make our 
very own Welsh cakes, followed by a deli¬ 
cious lunch of traditional Welsh stew cawl 
and laverbread soup. 

By the time we make it to Restaurant 
James Sommerin at Penarth Esplanade I 
have no idea how I am going to fit any more 
food in - but when the plates are put down 
in front of me, there is no way I can send 
them back. Beautifully presented, we are 
treated to the seven course Clogwyn Menu, 
including ox tongue with parsley, Guinness, 
and shallots; quail, cep, parsley root and 
aubergine; and the most amazing, melt- 
in-the-mouth chocolate, olive oil, rosemary 
and honeycomb dessert. 

Overlooking the bay, the restaurant is the 
Michelin starred chefs new venture after 
the well-known Crown at Whitebrook, 
where Sommerin was head chef, closed in 
2013. 

Heading out to Abergavenny on the final 
day of our foodie weekend, we spend several 
hours taking in dozens and dozens of stalls 
at the annual event, known as ‘the Glaston¬ 
bury of food festivals’. 

Set across several different streets and 
venues in the small town, the stalls fea¬ 
tured everything you could possibly want 
- I made a beeline for the Welsh Coffee 
Company stall and can honestly say it is the 
best flat white I have had in the UK. Water 
buffalo burgers, tempura soft-shell crab, 
Welsh fruit loaf Bara Brith - I tried them 
all, went back for seconds, and even bought 
extra for the train journey home, they were 
just that good. 

Wales -1 will definitely be back.

Safari park’s ‘T-rrific’ dinosaur attraction opens 


THE UK’s largest animatronic dinosaur at¬ 
traction has opened at West Midland Safari 
Park at Bewdley. 

“Land of the Living Dinosaurs” is an immersive 
walking trail featuring 38 life-size dinosaurs, each 
with moving eyes, mouth and neck. The exhibit is 
heavily themed, landscaped and planted with co¬ 
pious amounts of flora, including tree ferns, gun- 
nera, reeds and monkey-puzzle trees. 

Sound effects indicative of the lost world add atmos¬ 
phere, whilst static fossil displays, a volcanic vent, three 
pools and a geyser intensify the whole experience. It is a 
journey that spans four ages of dinosaur reign - Permian, 
Triassic, Jurassic and Cretaceous. 

The entrance to the Jurassic safari is flanked by the 
skeletal form of the mighty T-Rex and is located in the 
Park’s Discovery Trail. 



‘Land of the Living Dinosaurs’ 

Examples of some of the most formidable creatures 
to have roamed the planet include the curiously named 
Dilophosaurus, fearsome Gorgonops and two of the larg¬ 


est at eight metres tall, the Apatosaurus measuring 25 
metres long and Argentinosaurus at 30 metres. A life- 
size adult Tyrannosaurus Rex stands elevated and casts 
a dramatic shadow, whilst the impressive Sarcosuchus, 
meaning ‘flesh crocodile’ represents one of the largest 
crocodile-like creatures that is thought to have ever lived. 

All the dinosaurs in the exhibit are built from com¬ 
pound rubber and house a moving steel armature, which 
adds realistic movement to each display. 

Daniel Griffiths, marketing manager, said: “Work in¬ 
itially started on the £2.5m project in 2012. It led the 
park’s design team on trips around the world to inves¬ 
tigate exactly how the exhibit could be achieved, before 
various manufacturers were engaged to develop the di¬ 
nosaurs. 

“Meanwhile, the 1,000 metre square site for the new, 
open-air display was being created on a parcel of re-con¬ 
figured land between the four-mile, drive-through safari 
and the existing Discovery Trail.”

A Meadow in Spring - by Ben Waddams 


THERE can be few richer and 
more diverse places to ensconce 
one’s self in the month of April 
than in a woodland. 

This month perhaps above all oth¬ 
ers is the most exciting in the wildlife 
calendar and woodlands seem to play 
host to many of the best sights. 

Whether it’s the audible drumming of 
a great spotted woodpecker or the tuneful 
songs of robins, wrens and blackcaps; or 
perhaps it’s the sight of an early butter¬ 
fly or bumblebee droning over the ground 
cover. It may be the spectacle of a few wild 
daffodils or a carpet of wood anemones. 
Whatever challenges your senses in April, 
the woods are sure to do it best. 

And of course it is this month that we 
begin to welcome back the summer mi¬ 
grants. We lose the overwintering bird visi¬ 
tors such as redwings and fieldfares, as well 
as visiting swans, geese and waders but the 
summer visiting birds that arrive to replace 
them include house martins and many war¬ 
blers such a whitethroats, marsh, sedge and 
willow warblers. 

Another bird that is both welcome and 
unwelcome is neither a migrant nor a na¬ 
tive and yet it is certainly one of the pretti¬ 
est and most impressive birds around - the 
pheasant. Tens of millions of pheasants are 
released into the countryside every autumn 
(around 35 million of them). That makes 
them the commonest bird in Britain at that 
time. Gamekeepers and ignorant shooters 
often denigrate many birds of prey and 
other native animals such as stoats and 
weasels because of their natural instinct to 
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take a few of these birds. But rather than 
worry about what impact a few buzzards 
make on these millions of non-native game 
birds, perhaps we should worry about what 
impact the pheasants have on our native 
fauna and flora. 

There have been murmurings in the 
press for a decade or so now about the re- 
introduction of formerly-native predatory 
species into the UK. Bears, wolves and lynx 
being the main contenders. Most of these 
programs have never got off the ground 
because people cannot get over the idea of 
having a handful of these creatures roam¬ 
ing the countryside. But if we look at con¬ 
troversial predatory animals as those that 
devour an individual of an occasional spe¬ 
cies, off-limits to such behaviour, how is it 
that we let tens of millions of animals wan¬ 
der through the countryside doing just that, 
whether it’s invertebrate species or those 
belonging to the plant kingdom? 

Many seeds that might otherwise ensure 
the survival of linnets and yellowhammers 
and tree sparrows are gobbled up by pheas¬ 
ants as well as a few other bits of wildlife 
too. Of course, millions of pheasants are 
shot each year out of the millions that are 
released but millions remain. And indeed 
you may well find yourself staring at a cock 
pheasant in his spring finery this month, 
but seeing as we are not completely over 


run by them, then something must be feed¬ 
ing on them other than ourselves. 

‘Only’ about 15 million pheasants are 
shot each year and therefore about 25 mil¬ 
lion pheasants are feeding foxes, crows, 
etc. That may or (most likely) may not be 
a good thing but either way there is a huge 


ecological impact to this practice before we 
even begin to think about the usual ethical 
position. Whether you get a glimpse of a mi¬ 
grating warbler or a copper-clad pheasant, 
in nature there’s always more than meets 
the eye.

County firm is on 
a roll with move 
to new premises 

A LUXURY sausage roll company in Shropshire is set to 
double the size of its production space when it moves to a 
new home on the edge of Shrewsbury. 

Coopers Gourmet Sausage Rolls began life as a means 
of making additional money for Ivan Watkiss’s deli in 
Oswestry, with the company owner making a few rolls in a 
cramped corner above his shop. 

Now, with Coopers turning out 18,000 rolls every week 
and expecting turnover to break the £lmillion mark next 
year, the company has sealed a deal that will see it move 
into a new, 6,000 sq ft home at Roden. 

The company is now working on the redevelopment of 
the Packing Shed, off Roden Lane, ahead of its move into 
the premises, which are twice the size of its current 3,000 
facility inside the Shropshire Food Enterprise Centre in 
Shrewsbury. 

Mr Watkiss said: “We were originally working above our 
shop in Oswestry before moving into Shrewsbury. We ex¬ 
panded into one of the larger units which is 3,000 sq ft, and 
we’ve only been in there about a year but have outgrown it. 

“The idea when we launched was to enable people at the 
deli to keep their jobs, but we have gone from me making 
them by myself to a workforce of 20 in three-and-a-half 
years.” The company supplies to the Co-op, around 200 
farm shops, as well as big names in retail including Sel¬ 
fridges and Harrods, but retains 80 per cent of its business 
within a 50 mile radius of Shrewsbury. 

After the move is completed at the end of June - sup¬ 
ported by a Redundant Buildings Grant from the Marches 
LEP - Mr Watkiss added that he expects to add to his staff 
further. 

Alessio Dyfnallt of Cooper Green Pooks, who handled the 
sale of the premises of its previous owners, said: “We are 
delighted to have arranged this sale.” 

“There was considerable interest in the property which 
offers industrial and storage space with approximately four 
acres of agricultural land. Coopers are a local company who 
saw the advantages of the Packing Shed and we wish them 
well in their new premises.” 

Coopers currently sells 14 different flavours of sausage 
roll as well as a line of gourmet Scotch eggs. 

Co-director Jordan Watkiss added: “We are extremely 
pleased to announce our new premises in Roden, the pur¬ 
pose built site will allow us to drive future growth and de¬ 
velop our product range to existing and new customers.”

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Simple, honest but enjoyable

The award-wining hatchback 
hasn’t been on sale long but 
there’s already an even more 
practical estate version here al¬ 
ready. 

The Fabia itself is pretty much new 
from the ground up; the exterior is all- 
new, there’s a stack of new engines 
to choose from and the suspension is 
heavily revised. 

The Estate version adds to this a sub¬ 
stantial load area at the rear, which Skoda 
claims is the biggest in the class. It majors 
on the practicality front elsewhere too, with 
novel storage features like a rubbish bin in 
the door pocket and bottle holders on the 



inside shoulders of the front seats. 

It’s not hard to distinguish the Fabia Es¬ 
tate from its hatchback cousin thanks to 
the significant changes at the rear. How¬ 
ever the estate rear is sensibly integrated 
into the original shape, and as long as you 
choose a model with decent-sized wheels. 

The Fabia Estate is one of the most 
sensible cars money can buy, so it’s un¬ 
derstandable that its image is pretty well 
grounded rather than flash. If you’re a bit 
more adventurous with the options howev¬ 
er you can create a Fabia Estate with more 
than a dash of style. 

As you’d expect the Fabia Estate is de¬ 
signed to be practical but it’s a remarkable 
feat at just how spacious this small car is. 
With the seats up there’s 530 litres of space 
on offer- more than some estates from the 
class above - and with them folded there is 
1,395 litres on offer. 

Passengers are looked after too, and al¬ 
though getting five adults on board might 
be a squeeze it’s big enough for family 
duties. 

From behind the wheel, there’s very little 
to distinguish the Estate from its hatchback 
sibling, which is a credit to Skoda’s efforts. 

There’s no noticeable increase in noise 
despite the extra space behind you, and it 
drives with the same assured composure 
and comfort as the regular car. 

Engine choice is slightly reduced com¬ 
pared to the hatch, which is sensible con¬ 
sidering the extra loads it may have to car¬ 
ry. The 1.2 TSI petrol is arguably the pick 
of the bunch, offering a flexible 89bhp and 
generous torque, spinning sweetly and 
quietly in normal driving but happy to rev 
when required too. 

Although slightly larger and heavier the

Fabia Estate is very composed through 
corners, with the electric power steering 
providing a decent amount of feedback 
and the suspension remaining unfazed by 
road imperfections. 

The Fabia in third generation form is a 
little more expensive than before, but one 
thing it certainly doesn’t skimp on is equip¬ 
ment. All models come with Bluetooth con¬ 
nectivity, DAB radio, electric front windows 
and heated door mirrors, height and reach 
adjustable steering column and tyre pres¬ 
sure monitoring as standard. The only sig¬ 


nificant omission here is air conditioning, 
which comes with SE spec along with alloy 
wheels and an upgraded audio system. 

Your sensible friend would queue round 
the block for a car like the Fabia Estate; it’s 
the kind of purchase that needs no justi¬ 
fication, given that it is relatively inexpen¬ 
sive, is frugal with fuel and the amount of 
space it takes up on the road but never 
feels cheap or pared-down. It might not set 
your pulse racing but you’d never regret 
buying it either.

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Students transform a car 
for Shropshire firefighters 


Engineering students at 
Telford College of Arts and 
Technology are creating a 
‘transformer car’ to help train 
the county’s firefighters. 

The students are adapting a Chev¬ 
rolet Captiva vehicle, allowing it to be 
used by Shropshire Fire & Rescue 
Service to train staff who deal with 
road accidents. 

John Hampson, TCAT automotive 
lecturer, said: “The students have re¬ 
moved and adapted the engine and 
transmission, tailgate, driver and pas¬ 


senger doors, and lowered the front 
suspension ride height by 80mm. 

“The next stage is to remove and 
support the roof assembly, and the 
whole project is due to be completed 
by July.” 

All the work is being carried out 
by TCAT Travel-to-Learn and Level 2 
learners, often devising their own solu¬ 
tions to the challenges that this unique 
project has created. Mr Hampson 
added: “The vehicle will be pushed 
around the workshop, so lightness is 
key. That’s why all redundant mechan¬ 
ical components have been removed. 


All four passenger doors need to be 
easily removable, and students have 
had to alter the roof of the vehicle so 
that it will lift off to allow access to the 
passenger compartment.” 

This project came from a chance 
meeting between head of school Jim 
Hillman, and Simon Roberts of Shrop¬ 
shire Fire & Rescue Service. 

Mr Hampson said: “Simon was 
completing a course at TCAT and had 
explained to Jim that Vauxhall had 
donated a vehicle but they were strug¬ 
gling to find a partner to modify it.”

FORMER The New Saints 
coach Carl Darlington found 
himself in charge of Vanarama 
Conference club Wrexham this 
week following the sacking of 
manager Kevin Wilkin. 

Darlington, who left the Welsh Premier cham¬ 
pions last December to become first team coach 
at the Racecourse, took the reins for Tuesday 
night’s 1-1 draw against Dover Athletic after as¬ 
sistant boss Gary Mills also resigned after Wilk¬ 
in’s shock departure. 

Several names are already being bandied about 
over who will now take on the Wrexham job, in¬ 
cluding current TNS manager Craig Harrison 
who could possibly link up again with his former 
coach. 

Despite reaching the FA Trophy final where 
they lost on penalties to North Ferriby United 
at Wembley on Sunday, the Dragons have strug¬ 
gled in the Conference this season where they 
languish 15th. 

“It was a very difficult position to be in for 
myself and for the players.” said Darlington who 
included on-loan TNS midfielder Sam Finley in 
the starting line-up against Dover. 

“We’ve gone through 120 minutes of the Cup 
final and then had to play another game within 
48 hours, so it was very difficult for the players, 
and between all of that we’ve had the manager 
and the assistant manager leaving.” 

Despite Wrexham’s troubles, there will cer¬ 
tainly be plenty of interest in the vacant post, 
with Harrison likely to be among the contenders. 

Having worked with Wrexham first team coach 
Darlington for three years at TNS, he would be a 
strong position to hit the ground running. 

Harrison, the former Middlesbrough and Crys¬ 
tal Palace defender, has the credentials, having 
bagged the Welsh Premier title for the last three 
seasons, while the champions are yet to lose in 39 
games this term.

James Beattie and Nick Barmby. 

Harrison’s immediate focus, however, will be 
on the Welsh Cup when his side take on Airbus 
UK in Sunday’s televised semi-final at New¬ 
town’s Latham Park (12.45pm). 

The Saints can go into the tie in confident 
mood after maintaining their unbeaten campaign 
with a 4-2 verdict over Newtown.
